ingcmiditwns are concerned, nevertheless do not traverse territory 

of any especiil scenid or historical interest. 

The touring s\stem ot the east and .south approaches Kentucky 
thru North Carolina, Te incssee and Virginia as far as Cumberland 
Gap or Middleabora Tbe touring system of the north reaches ons 
long, and rather devious tenacle southward into Kentucky asfaraa 
CrabOrchar l Springs. Between these to ]>oints there is jiracticallv 
nothing as fj,r as roads are concerned, lint this short liiindr*'d miloN 
ot territory contains the most intensely inte^e^ting atmosphere in 
the eastern half of America, if not in tbe entire oountoy. The acener) 
is nnsurpassed, the history the m'lst romantic (tf any aectiai of the 
nation. 

The completion of tlie road from Cumberland Gap to Crai) Orch- 
ard Springs would therefore connect the two great touring systems, 
the great highway systems of the country, thru the Kentncky moon- 
tains, and afford the mo.st interesting and altogether attractive link in 
the entire chain of roads. 

/ Ihe value of the route may be seen in additional light from 
another point of view which, at first reading may seem rather far- 
fetched, but which is in reality entiiely rea.sonable. In the location 
of th<i Lincoln Hiuliway, the great national coast to coast route from 
New York toSau Francisco, toe engineers originally planned to go 
from Pittaborg. through Columbus, Onto, lindianapolis, St. Louis' 
and Kansas City, thence to Denver. However, the diacnasioB of 
this route caused so much jealousy in the cities that were missed, 
such as Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, and Chicago on tbe north, and 
Cincinnati, Louisville and Bvansville on the south, that the tentative 
route was sbaadoaed. Tbe route aetnallv located, thua, passes 
from Pittsburg to Denver, half way across the continent, without 
touching a single large city and all of the way through territory of very 
doubtful interest . Especially, from the IlUnois line, across northern 
Indiana and central Ohio the rovteia barren aud uninterssting, and 
from Pittsburg east the route runa ha way thraogh a bank of coal 
soot and the glare of coke ovens. 

The Lincoln highway association, incidentally, has practically 
agreeo to build a subsidiary route thru Indianapolis and Louisville to 
Bardatown, BodgeasviHe. the Lbcoln farm and Mamoth Cave. It has 
been nnofieially iadiested that thia ronte nsy be varied thioi^h 

Lebanon to Crab Orchard Springs. However, splendid tourilV pikes 
are aireadv in existence from the line of the Lincoln highway at the 
Ilhnois border, thru Indianapolis to Louisville, and there is a fairly 
good pike in service from Louisville to Crab Orchard. 

Considering the faitense scenks snd hialorkssl interest of tb > 
Kentucky route in contrast to the barrenness of the northern system, 
it is a sa'e assumption that the completion of the Boone Way link 
from Crab Orchard Springs to Cumberland Gap. will swing tbe 
trend ol traaaeontinentsl and interstste touring trosa tbe mate ronte 
of the Lincoln highway south to the route of greatest! nterest. 

To the great bulk of raortorists, and there are hundreds of thous- 
ands of t'.ein always on the roads, the choice of routes would be made 
withodt f .e least hesitatioo. From the east, the route of choice in- 
ev}tobly waLld be through ths wonderful valleys of old Virginia to
